The chief reason for the inability of the govern- 
ment to make this paper army a reality is the 
wages it is willing to pay soldiers. A professional 
army like ours is in competition with industry for

meeting this competition. They are paying the bill. 
The national guard units on the border should 
be sent home immediately. The government can- 
not afford to pay them 50 cents a day. It is get-

Failure to act on the most recent proposal of 
the Chicago plan commission would convict the 
city of unthinkable stupidity. The commission 
has pointed out a means of getting about thirteen 
hundred more acres of lake front park space. It 
shows that by dumping the waste materials — 
which have to be carried off, anyway—into cer- 
tain places along the south shore we can not only 
pay for the park, but save about $3,000,000 besides. 
Chicago is stupid about its improvements. It is 
generally afraid to spend money, on extensive city 
development. Usually improvements mean bond. 
issues, and bond issues mean taxes, so the re- 
luctance is natural. People forget that building 
things right in the first place Saves money in the 


years ago is responsibte for congestion and high 
taxes now. But if Chicago does not get its south 
shore park it cannot be accused merely of short- 
sightedness, but of hopeless, stupid apathy. For 
there is no outlay required. 
No considerable portion of Chicago's citizens will 
have anything to say against the proposed park 
system. They will say to themselves rightly that 
it is a good thing; that it would be a good thing 
even at the cost of a little money. 

But there will be objectors, and the 8 
| will not simply say to themselves that the plan is 
a bad plan. They will fight it in every way. They 
will obstruct the project in every way they can 
think of and they will sit up nights thinking of 
more ways. We say there will be objectors because

who cannot compromise, and others will be busi- 
ness men who see a chance to blackmail the city, 
to exact toll of progress. | 
Chicago cannot get its park for nothing, after 
all. Success will require positive approval and 
not passive approval. What Chicago needs ig 
energy, and its citizens will have to supply that.

THE NEW SOCIAL LEADERSHIP. 

From the Minneapolis Tribune. ] 
Verily things have changed in the circles to 
which the newspapers were fond of referring a 
few years ago as “the four hundred of New York 
society.”

It is the most 
important chemical in this most im- 
portant substance. In order to function 
properly the tissues must have oxygen. 
This chemical ie carried to them by 
hemoglobin. The same substance car- 
ries carbonic acid gas from the tissues 
where it is produced to the lungs. The

sues but for life itself. It followe that 
when hemoglobin is deficient no tissue 
in the body works properly. : 

Tron is so ebundant in hemoglobin 
that, though it is not an element of any 
part of the red cells except hemo- 
globin, it composes one two hundred 
and thirtieth of the weight of those cells. 
Iron also is found in the bile, lymph, 
chyle, gastric juice, milk, urine, 
in the pigment of the eye. It is not of 
great importance except as an ingre- 
dient of the blood. There is daily wear 
in the tissues which contain fron. The 
amount of iron lost in wear and tear 
each day is about one-tenth of a grain. 
An ordinary diet contains more than 
that amount. In spite of this not in- 
frequently iron is lost faster than it 
is restored, and some form of anemia 
results, 


When tron is taken as a medicine: ts is 
converted by the gastric juice into 
chloride of iron. Passing into the in- 
testines, the chloride is changed ee ee 
alkaline albuminate. The bulk of it 

carried on into the large intestine, 


where it is converted into the black 


sulphide and as such is voided with 
the feces. 3 | 

A small part of it is absorbed. The ab- 
the spleen and

is thought that it is in the liver that 
hemoglobin is built up around iron, 
though there is much uncertainty on 
that point. Some of the excess of ab- 
sorbed iron is thrown into the bile and. 
some of it is absorbed by the blood and 
carried to the large intenstine, where it 
is thrown off. 

The indication for the uge of iron is a 
deficiency of hemoglobin. This can be 
discovered with certainty by the use of 
a blood testing apparatus. It can be 
guessed by the pallor of the skin, the 
lining of the eyelids, and the lips. How- 
ever, opinions based on pallor are often 
misleading. 


When anemia 18 . found, to be present 
the first attempt must be to remove the 
cause. If it be due to cancer, pernicious 
anemia, or lead poisoning, obviously 
iron internally without other treat- 
ment will not be of service. Rarely 
will iron be ot ‘help unless attention is 
given to exercising in the open air and 
the condition of the bowels.

for Scotland. From there he was trans- 
ferred to the secretaryship for Ireland.

The position of secretary of state for 
foreign affairs 1s one of particular dif- 
ficuity in England by reason of the 
constant endeavor of parliament to 
usurp the prerogatives of the crew in 
the matter.

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TESTING GAS METERS. 
Chicago, Dec. 11.—-[To the Friend of 
the People. -I received a letter from the 
gas company stating that I owed them 
52 cents for gas not paid for on account 
of meter running slow. They state that 
rule 4 of the public utilities commission 
provides for the adjustment of bills 
If 
meter is slow the consumer must pay 
the deficit, and if fast will receive a 
check from the company for amount of 
gas charged for but - not used. I would 
like to hear from somebody who has 
ever received a check from said com- 
pany for an overcharge on account of 
meter running fast. This meter was re- 
moved on account of being in five years, 
which the man who installed the new

The gas company’s practice of adjusting 


meter errors is according to the Illinois Public 


Utilities commission's rules establishing 
standards of service for gas and electric util- 
itiesn Rule 12 provides that no meter shall 
be allowed to remain in service more than five 
years from the time when last tested. Our 
experience is that a very small number of 
meters are found tnaccurate after years of 
use. A meter rémoved for the purpose of 
verifying its accuracy is tested at our meter 
shop by at least two different persona, and, if 
their results do not agree within % per cent, 
by a third and even a fourth, after which it is 


assembled, tested, and retested. When a 


| meter registers less gas than has actually 
>| passed through it, it is slow and the bill 


sent to the consumer will consequently be too 
small. When it registers more gas than was 
actually passed, it is fast and the bill will 
be too large. Rule 4 provides for the adjust- 
ment of bills for meter error.

juices 

It requires attention, and of the very 
best sort, at the start in particular. 
Look at the inside of the cover while it 
is cooking. It is not even greasy. The 

Water collected on it is clear distilled 
liquid. Such water dropping back does 
not baste the meat. You must do that 
by dipping wp over the meat the fat

pot.. 

Those people who add a cup of water 
at the start do so that they may satisfy
